A proposal for a major and minor 
program in ecological studies now awaits 
approval by Chancellor Glenn Dumke and 
the state college Board of Trustees as well 
as funding consideration by the Budget 
Review Board 

This program has been in the planning

Fach time they have been over-enrolled 
President Hyink has expressed interest 
in the program and would like to see it 
instigated. However, the question of 
funding such a program is still one only 
the Budget Review Board can answer 


stages for two years. There are currently 
111 classes offered, in many different 
departments, that could eventually be 
worked into one program offering a 
degree. So far there are only two 
ecological studies courses, 110 and 111, 


Due to the budget crisis facing the state 
colleges, the Faculty Crisis Task Force 
has recommended that no new degree 
programs be instituted in the 1971-72 
academic year 
If funding is available for the program 
for next year, a full-time director will be 
hired to replace the two part-time 
instructors who teach the two courses 
now offered in ecological studies. The 
director would take over teaching the 
classes, and the administration of the 
degree program as well as administration 
of the program itself 

According to Dr. Norman Roth, 
Academic Vice President, the allocation 
of faculty for the program is still being 
decided. In the next week or ten days the 
decision by the faculty allocation 
committee will be made whether to hire a 
person should the program be instigated 
As of now the program has been 
approved by all of the people on campus 
concerned with it and 1s now at the 
Chancellor's office for approval by the 
Board of Trustees. What remains now !s 
for them to approve the program, thus 
authorizing the division of academic 
planning for the next academic year 

According to Dr. Hyink, student interest 
is here for such a program, as evidenced 
by a petition in favor of it. Support for 
the program hasn't been overwhelming,

Right now the only classes 
offered in religious studies are 
given in the philosophy 
department. Lovitt is one of the 
few instructors who has been 
teaching classes in this field. Other 
departments including 
anthropology, art, English, 
humanities, music, psychology, 
and sociology teach courses 
centering on the subject matter of 
religion, but all of these are on the 
upper division level, and many are 
196-seminar courses. The problem 
which exists is getting courses 
started which would give the 
Student a basis for taking these 
already existing courses

Both the genera! public and the law take 
Starids against the gay commmuaity. Miss 
Kaufman hopes to have far-reaching 
effects in her report, which might heip 
sway these stands toward a more 
agreeable position. Of course she is not 
sure what the final results of her research 
might lead to, but she hopes to produce 
“a descriptive type of work which will 
make the homosexual more acceptable to 
the general population,’ and even more 
important, she hopes to “relate the study 
to the legal structure which is extremely 
unfair toward homosexual acts’ She 
referred specifically to Assemblyman 
Willie Brown's bili to permit homosexual 
acts between consenting adults, which 
would not only take away the felony rap 
for homosexual behavior, but also 
completely legalize behavior. The 
big question right now is whether it is 
g0Oing to pass or not 

The response Miss Kaufman has received 
has been raiher mixed. At times it is quite 
enthusiastic, while at other times rather 
guarded. When she first suggested the 
topic of her master’s thesis, she found a 
great amount of enthusiasm, especially 
from her udvisor, Dr. Johnson, who has 
given her a large amount of 
encourtgement.
